July 24 of the same year.

1003, arid remained at work until the 
regular session of that year, whicl 
met on Dec. 7. consuming but twenty 
nine days in all.

building at the corner o£ North Bluf 
Street and Pease Court, just, com 
pleted at a cost o£ about 
$20,000 
When the congregation worships in i 
for the first time it will 
find 
th 
church complete in every particular 
equipped with a new pipe organ,, wit 
an. altar, and "beautiful painted glas 
windows representing important ep: 
sodes in the life of Jesus Christ. Th 
building is modern in every respect 
commodious, and closely adapted t 
its purpose. 
Three religious services will com 
memorate the occupation of the ns^ 
building, the first of which, set for 1 
a. m., will be the dedicatory service 
This will be conducted by the Rev 
A. P. Augustine of Eau Claire, presi 
dent of the Wisconsin district of th 
Iowa synod. He will also preach th 
sermon? The afternoon services, be 
ginning at 2:30 o'clock, will be led bj 
the Rev. H. Bredow of Sumner, Iowa 
and services in the English languag 
will be held at ,7 p. m., the Rev. Ott 
Wilke of Madison being the speaker 
On Tuesday evening there will be 
program of vocal and 
instrurnenta 
music, the Rev. Bredow acting as or 
ganist. 


If the weather in the morning i 
favorable the congregation will as 
semble before the main 
entrance. 
The building committee and the offi- 
cers of the congregation will take 
their places on the platform and steps 
and the contractor, Emil Pautz, will 
deliver the keys of the church to the 
Rev. S. W: Fuchs. The door will be 
opened in the name of the Trinity 
and the dedication rites those of the 
.Lutheran church. Collections will be 
taken for the church building fund. 
Meals will be served at noon and in 
the evening in the church basement 
by the ladies of the congregation, the 
proceeds of which will go to the 
building fund. 
The Rev. Bredow who conducts the 
sacred concert on Monday evening is 
an accomplished musician and will 
give an organ recital. Home talent 
will present solos and duets and the 
church choir will assist. 
Admission 
is free but a collection will be taken. 
The corner stone of the new edifice 
was laid with appropriate exercises on 
June S and construction has advanced 
steadily since that time with uio ex- 
ception of delay caused by two ship- 
ments of 
the 
wrong 
brick. 
The 
church..was built on a high concrete 
foundation so as to provide a large 
basement and the walls are of rough 
faced, purple hue vitrified brick .lined 
with hollow tile throughout. In style 
of architecture it is a modified Gothic, 
the main entrance being through a 
handsome square tower at the outer 
corner. 


The auditorium has a high ceiling 
crossed by large, neatly placed 'beams, 
and the floor inclines to the front. A 
small balcony has been placed to the 
rear. The altar, a beautiful piece of 
workmanship in white enamel 
with 
panels in a delicate blue edged with 
gold, has a position in a recess at 
the center of the front. 
Set into its 
base is a reproduction in figures and 
bold relief of the painting, "The Last 
Supper." 
The pulpit placed to the 
right of the altar has the same color- 
ing and is of a design in close har- 
mony with it. The pipe organ stands 
to the left. It is of the two manual, 
tubular pneumatic type with all mod- 
ern improvements and was manufac- 
tured by the Wicks Pipe Organ Com- 
pany at Highland, Illinois. The elec- 
trically propelled blower is located in 
the basement. 


Two large art glass windows, six 
smaller ones, and a rosette window 
at the rear illuminate the auditorium. 
There is also one on either side of 
the altar. 
All represent 
events re- 
corded in the gospel or in the history 
of the church. 
On the 
right 
are 
Jesus at the Door," from the picture 
by Hoffman, 
"Emmaus," at 
Plock- 
horst, and "Christ the Consoler," bv 
Pfannenschmidt of Munich. 
On the 
left side of the church are "Jesus the 
Good 
Shepherd," by Hoffman, "Gol- 
gotha," and "David." In the rosette 
window is a picture of Dr. 
Martin 
Luther. The altar windows are "Geth- 
semane" and "The Ascension." 
All 
the windows were painted by Carl 
Reimann of Milwaukee, who studied 
tor three years at the 
famous 
art 
school in Weimar, Germany. 
. The pews are of hardwood finished 
m mahogany and are of a distinctive 
design 
Seating is provided for about 
live hundred 
people. The indirect 
system'of artificial lighting is used 
I here are three chandeliers suspended 
from chains from the apex of the 
ceiling. 
They are vessels of hexa- 
gonal shape, iory white, touched with 
gold,_ with designs in relief. The steam 
heating radiators are imbedded in the 
walls beneath the windows so as not 
to encumber the aisles. 


On. the ground or basement floor is 
a large room for Sunday school or so- 
cial use and adjoining it is a kitchen 
with 
large 
serving 
windows and 
equipped with gas stove, 
sink 
and 
cabinets. To the right is a room for 
the use of confirmation classes, and 
at the rear are the heating plant and 
coal bins. The basement is also pro- 
vided with a sanitary drinking foun- 
tain and a lavatory. 


The plans of the church were drawn 
by Hilton & Sadler, and it was con- 
structed by 
Emil 
Pautz. 
Sub-con- 
tracts for plumbing, heating, lighting 
and furniture were let to various par- 
ties. 


St. John's German Lutheran parish 
was organized twenty-three years ago. 
Its first pastor was the Rev. George 
Kaempflein, who died while holding 
that position and preparing a class for 
confirmation. 
He was succeeded by 
the Rev. Paul Wertli, and five years ago 
the Rev. Sigmund W. 
Fuchs 
took 
charge of the parish.

Indistinct Say Enginemen—At- 


tract Animals to Their 


Death. 


Considerable 
attention is 
drawn 
among the Janesville railroad men 
on the success of the new state law 
that compels all roads to equip every 
locomotive, 
except • , switch engines, 


with powerful electric headlights. Lo- 
cal engineers 'sjnd 
conductors were 


loud in the praise at first, but longer 
use brought forth many defects. 
The greatest trouble experienced is 
that the light is so powerful and pen- 
etrating that it is impossible to dis- 
tinguish signal lights at any distance. 
The reel and green lights become col- 
orless when struck by the headlight 
rays, and an engineer is liable to 
run through a closed switch, unable 
to tell the color in time to stop. In 
the case of the block system the en- 
giuemen are unable to ascertain the 
signal until they are within a hun- 
dred fqet of the tower because of the 
spreading rays. 
Firemen j?nd engineers state that 


(.he ne\v powerful lights are certain 
destruction to animals who are fas- 
cinated by the light by instinct and 
fall prey to the engines, before they 
s'ather sense enough to jumn from 
the ro;ul bed. The instinct is 
the 
same that attracts a deer and makes

successful. 
Rabbits are 
especially sensitive to the light and 
several engineers in discussing the 
matter stated that if a bunny a half 
mile away sees the light, he will im- 
mediately start toward fie 
locomo- 
tive to his death. Skunks, the train- 
men say. will stand in the path of the 
light until the locomotive is almost 
upon them and 
then 
endeavor to 
lump. 
Racoo;is. gophers, and

birds are the other animals to fall a 
prey to this fatal habit.

Former

Will Succeed John Lynch—Had 


Career on Professional 


Diamond;

New York, Nov. 29.—-When, the Na- 
tional League magnates meet in this 
city on December 9, Governor Tener, 
of Pennsylvania, 
will be chosen to 
succeed John Lynch as president of 
the league. This means that an old- 
time ball player will supplant an old- 
time umpire as head 
of the senior 
base ball organisation. 
On the dia- 


mond, in commercial life and politics, 
Gov. Tener has been a notable suc- 
cess. He is looked upon by the Na- 
tional League moguls as the one man 
capable of instilling harmony among 
the different 
factions of the league 
and bringing the old organization up 
once more on even terms with that 
healthy younger rival, the American 
league. 


John Kinley 
Tener 
was born in 
County Tyrone, Ireland, July 25, 1863. 
He came to America at the age of 
nine, was educated 
in 
the 
public 
schools of Pittsburgh and at the age 
of eighteen became a clerk in an of- 
fice in the Smoky City. 
His health 
soon broke down and upon the advice 
of physicians lie sought outdoor em- 
ployment. While working as a clerk 
he had earned five 
dollars a game 


pitching for local ball teams on Sat- 
urday afternoons and gained consid- 
erable fame as a, player. His friends, 
among them William H. Moody, later 
a justice of the supreme court of the 
United States, persuaded him that he 
would make good as a professional. 


In 1SS5 Tener 
obtained his first 


professional engagement as first base- 
man of the Pittsburgh club. At that 
time he 
stood 6 feet 3 inches and 


weighed 200 pounds. He was released 
betore the season was half over and 
joined the Baltimore team. 
At his 


own request he was released to the 
Kaverhill, Mass., club, where he played 
until the close of 
the 
season. 
He 


again obtained a position with a busi- 
ness house in Pittsburgh but contin- 
ued to play baseball at every oppor- 


His brilliant record as a pitcher in 


and around Pittsburgh brought him to 
the notice pt A. G. Spalding and led 
to a job with Cant. Alison's old Chi- 
cago White Stockings. Tener 
more 
than made good in fast companv and 
acquired a national reputation "as a 
pitcher. 
He was

of the men 
chosen by Spalding to malce the fa- 
mous baseball tour of the world with 
the _White Stockings and All-Nation- 
als m 1SSS-9. and acted as secretary 
as well as playing great ball.

They demanded twenty rifles of 
me, but of course I had none.

rifles, as I was a foreigner, and there-. 
fore ab'e to do so: 
"On the 27th the robbers allowed me 
to go back to the mission station to 
secure food for my wife and children, 
but upon arrival at the station I could

however, meet Mr. Holm, who also 
had secured permission from his cap- 
tors to return and look after his fam- 
ily."Everything in the mission had 
been destroyed, and all food, clothing 
and movables had been stolen.

"At this time the Chinese troops

It concerns the poets' Longfellow and 
Lowell, who were simple, kindly, wise 
men. 


The story goes that "James Russell 


Lowell used to walk along the gravel 
paths of his beautiful garden in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., hand in hand with a 
bright little girl, who was his neighbor, 
and discourse with her upon fairies, 
paper dolls, roses and other important 
subjects. 


"Henry Wadswbrth Longfellow, n 


neighbor of Lowell and of the little 
girl, was also her intimate friend. He 
used to tell her wonderful stories ot 
ancient heroes and other marvelous 
things. 
' "It was natural that the little girl 
should resolve even then to become a 
writer ami first of all a poet, for it was 
as a poet that the novelist, Eleanor 
Hallowell Abbott, first achieved recog- 
nition."

ing accuracy though the hearer understands not one 
word of what is said. 
A little baby comprehends this- 


universal language long' before he knows one word 
from another, and isn't it wonderful when you come to 
think of it that as soon as a baby takes any notice at 
all he responds to a smile? Who taught him the mean- 
ing of that particular facial contraction? 
Why doesn't 


he coo and laugh when you frown at him? That is, it 
anyone ever does frown at a baby. 


This universal language is also the language of 


truth. 
Anyone can lie with words. 
Lying with tone 


and expression is infinitely harder. 


Weariness, 
impatience, 
nervous

ditions will show in the voice, no matter how carefully 
you try to keep them out! How easy 
it 
is to tell 
whether the recipient likes your gift or not, by the tone of his voice when 
he thanks you. Very t'esv of us can keep out of our voices the peculiar flat 
tone which indicates disappointment, and shows that all our fine phrases are 
labored lies. Don't you imagine that was why thank notes were invented? 


I,ove and hate speak through tones far more quickly than through words. 


Half the matrimonial scraps are caused l;y "not what he said, but tlie way 
he said it!'' 
Half the declarations of love are mads, not by words of affec- 
tion, but by commonplaces uttered in a caressing tone. 
Of course, the for- 


mal avowal follows later, but the real declaration takes place the first time 
that tone is used.
